The most potent influence in life today is that which flows from the education 
of the conscience. Unification will come, peoples will act unitedly only when all have been educated physic¬ 
ally, intellectually and spiritually. 

The program of the future in the College must include these three aspects. Graduates should assume the 
responsibility of pioneering so as to bring about proper emphasis in every walk of life with respect to the 
importance of acting in terms of what is good for the individual, for the community, for the nation and for a
